A work executed In & style slightly Chinese in
its character, and benring as an Impress soms of
those cabalistic phonetio aigne which are the
alphabel of Chinn. Iays before us, It 18 copl
ously Illustiated with appropriste engravings,
and is printed in the clear typography which is
fnsured by the stamp of the Harpere, So much
for its exterior, Of the literary quality of the
Jwork we must speak highly, Written in a style
which eould be censorlously termed too diffuse,
it & nevertheless of great peraplouity, and, as a
nariative, is spicy, It must be remembered by
those who find fault with the anthor for giving
two Iarge volumes to the pablie, that il his pro-
duction ‘18 large, so also is the field which he
intends to cover.  And no ground, however fal-
low, can be valuable unless muoh time be de-
voted to its preparation. Mr. Doolitile, at the
outsel, talls us that he intends to treat of & sub-
ject which bae pever before been appropriately
handled ; that & residence of fourteen years in
the Celostinl Empire has qualified him to speak
understandingly. The contents of these vol
umes, we are also Informed, were originally pub-
lished in the ©uina Mall, and, as uzual, have
reapposred In book form *at the eprnest
solieiation of numerous friends, on whoae
judgment  the author relies,” In  the
present  instance, the  judgment of the
friends wan correct, but this is an excep
tion to the general rule, In the course of the
work the suthor lays before the reader a perfect
treasury of anecdote, incident, custom, usage,
and superstitions, From the opening page to the
Inat paragraph the interest s kept up, and the
sttention of the reader never for a minute al-
lowed to flag. For this, however, the pralse is
hut partially due to the writer, it is rather due to
the ceassless variety of the incldent of which he
troats, thal we are indebled for so delightful a
work., As an author, Mr. Doolittle possesses
comparatively little merit,and it s as acompilerof
faota that his chiel claim to popularity resides,
But between the writer and editor he has given
to us a delighttul work, discursively written, yet
teeming with novelties, treating of subjects of
which before we have beard but mere rumor,
and drawing aside the vell of mystery which has
g0 long enveloped the peculiarities of the Chi
neae, Considering that the citizens of Ching form
the larpeat and, in point of age, the most civil
izod nution of the globe, it is & strange fact that
a0 little has been laid before the Chnstian pub-
Iie which reveals their true pecullarities. The
work of Mr, Doolittle does much towards placing
them in their proper hght, and redeems their
coharacter from & repulation which confounds
them with the Bhuddists of the Ganges or the
child-alayers of Indla. Asan instance of the
subjects treated of, we will quote the passage
relative to the causes of the sickness, which may
be of value to our doctors when spring arrives:—

They endeavor lo expel various deadly influ-
ences prooeeding from evil spirils.—Should any
one who has had general good health be sud-
denly and mysteriously taken with dizziness in
the head, pain in his eyes, or with inability to
use his hands or feet as usual, his illness is not
unfrequentiy aseribed to theinfluence emanating
from some one of seventy-lwo malignant spirits
or pods. Immediate measures must be taken to
counteract or expel this eval influence. A table
is placed in the lightest part of the room in
which the slck man 18, On it are arranged three
cups of wine, o platter having on it five kinds ol
fruit, and a censer and & pair of candlesticks. A
quantity of mock-money is also procured, ready
for burning. A Tauist priest is hived to recite
the proper formulas, in order to secure the ex-
pelling of this malignant influence from the sick
man, Sometines he invokes the aid of a cer-
tain hesdless demon n this importaut work,
The priest provides himsell with a small bell,
which he rings while he repeats his formulas;
und with a bowl of water, which he sprinkles or
gnapas with his flngers on the articles ofered,
and on the sick person,  He has also a bundle of
various kinds ol paper charmas ready for uge
when needed, and a small stek of wood, with
whicli he strikes the table at intervals durin
the reoitation of bis formulas, The incense auﬁ
candles are burome all this while, and at the
proper tiwe he sets the mock-money on fire.
Abont the close of the periormance he produces
throe paper charme, one of which i8 to be stuck
nup over the door ol the room, another is to be
worn on the person ol the sick, it it be a man. or
on her head, 1t it be a woman; and the third
to he burnt, and its sshes, mingled with hot
wiater, are to be Jdrank by the sick one., Bome-
times one of these charms 15 suspended on the
onrtuin of the bed on which the afflicted person
aleeph, 11()(‘.0“1“111' to the directions or the ofii
ciuting priest. e is supposed to know which
of the aifferent methods of using the clinrms
shinuld be practised in any given onse, In case
the priest s successtul in expelling the mahg
nunt influence ut an early perlod, medicine is
rarely used in restoring the disabled individual
to oalth., When the evil influence is removed,
the person will soon regain his usual degree of
nealth, a8 o mwatter ol course.

In their monetary Lransactions a great deal of
ridienle has been east upon the Chinese, For
the benelit of our brokers, we quote the eurious
and luerative system of “‘mouney-lending elubs
without intorest”:—

It often ocours that an individual desires to
hove s certain sum of resdy money to use, but
which he finds himsell unable to commnmund.
Instend of borrowing the sum, and paying the
exorbitant interest demanded by money-lenders,
anil instead of rying to raise the sim among his
friends 88 n gilt or as n temporary loan, he
endeavors 1o induce them (o form one ol several
kinds o! clubs, the immediate object of which 18
to furnish him with the desired smount, bul the
tuture effcets of which will be to sapply the
pumie sum to edach one ol Its members, without
the usual heavy interest,

He induces a trusty friend Lo become second
or sssistunt, he being Lis head or principal,
Having prepared a number ol red envelopes,
each contamning o small sum of money, he calls
upon his relatives and friends who are able to
engage in the club, and who he desires: should
enter if, explains to them his pluns, states the
amount he wishes to ralse, each momber's
share, and all veeded partioulars, Those who
are willing to engage in the clab receive one of
the we envelopes ns a kind of bargain-money,
and after that they may not withdraw without
his consent, or unlesa he fails to secure the
required number of names. They are recarded
by the customs of society as bouud or pledeed to
rl-r!urm their purt In the contempluted upion,

n case of nol succeeding In obtaining the
requisite number of responsible names,
undertaking fulls through,

Mony friends snd relatives are willing to
epggge in a olub to ald 4 person when they
would not contribute 1o give the needed sum to
LWim, sud many are willing to try and form a
union professedly for thelr benefit, when they
would not receive money as a gilt, and when
\Lhoy waould be ashamed to sak thely friends to
sontribute money for their use,

The Shaking (tub.—This club s thus named
from the frequent tossing of dice by ity mem-
bers, The number of members is not fixed,
varsing from five to twente or more. Suppose
thes sumn to be mised is 100,000 cash, and the

The business is all managed by the heal man
and his asaistant, nod the meetings of the club
are held at the houso of the former, or at the
place he appoints, He is wt the expense of
feast for the members of the club the first time
hey meet, it belng the time when he reoel¥es
the sum of 100, onsh, locloding the sum
which he is sopposed niso to pay in, though
really he doea not provide if, but only reoeives
90,000 from the other membera, At this fira
meoting no dioe are thrown, it being wall under
stood that 1he sum 314 to Do taken by the head
man,

A¢ the next meeting 6nch member brings his [
10,000 cnsh, which is given to the ono who, on
ensting the dice, gets the highest number of |
gpots, the hend wian aod his pssistant not nn{nq-
ing in the casting of dies, the lafter, Aotording
to the rules penerally adopted, taking his 100,000
cash 8t the third meoting or the club, without |
any appeal to the dice, |

At the tourth and every subsequent meeting, |
thase who bave nol drawn the snm throw the
dice, acoording to the rules of the club, to l

decide who shall take the 100,000 cash, All who
have previously drawn the sum, excopting the
head man snd his aseistant, al any mecting of
the club mre expected to contribute a amall
sum for the 1n¢lldouml exponkes, as papor and
reireshments. If anything s lle unexpended,
at the close of the tenth meeting, it is consi-
dered as belonging to the man who has waited |
until this time, when he receives hia 100,000 cash, |

In this oanner, provided eanh man fulfils his |
pledges, ench man will have paid jnto the club |
100,000 cpsh, and each have received back the
same nmount. While his payments will have
been small und at intervals, the sum received |
beck will have been at one time.

The principsl drawback agninst this method of ‘
rilsing money is the great uncertainty ol every
mwan's fullling his part sccording to the by-laws |
ol the ¢lub, These are fixed npon by the head
mun, as regards times of payment, number of
members, snd amount of ench indtalment, ut the
time he gets it up, Sickness, misfortune, or |
death may prevent the payments of some of the
members at the stipulated time. BSuch cases
catse much trouble to the head man and orhers
who have received the'r allotted money, who
are held mﬁonsiblu by the other members,
When the club breaks down in consequenoce of
the lunbillt* of some members to pay in the
sums agreed upon, those who have received
money must return in small sums snd at inter-
vals, i[ they cannot pay «t once, the amount
received ovér and above the sum they have paid
into the club, In case of positive dishonesty on
the part of one of itsa members, the head man is
considered bound to make up the sum he ought
to have paid. Each man, on receiving the shm
poid in nt one meeting, wust give a document,
with the names of two men us his security, oue
a member ol the club and one not a member,
pledging himeell to the proper fuldlment of his
respongibilities In the case, Probably few cases
of downright dishonesty occur in conneoction
with these clubs, because the members are gene-
rally mutual and frm friends of cach other, and
especially of the head man.

Sometimes a club is got up among friends for
comparatively very small sums, as In shares of
two, tour, or six dollars. Poor men who eannot
ralse the sum desired at once, but who 2an save
enough to make a payment every quarter, or
ofvener, sometimes engage in such clubs, In all
enses, whether for large or small sums, whother
the number of members be few or many, or
whether the intervals between payments be
monthly or quarterly, the same principle is kept
in view, the obtaining of a round sum of
money for use without the payment ol interest, '

The Snake-casting-ilsskin Club,—This union or
club is so called from the elrenmstance that the
head man, the one for whose beneiit the money
i subscribed, pays it back to the members by |
regular instalments, ns may be agreed on when
tormed, just, as it is said, the snake sheds or casts |
its skin gradually, or of requlated inderyals, There
is no need of an ussistant in the working ol this
club, The members sucscribe and pay money
but once, There I8 no division of this money |
among them ; the head man takes it all tor his
own use when it i pmd in, which is done at ita
first and only meetlng;ﬁu this time he prapares
a feast for its members. The money he then
reccives he agrees to refund to the subseribers
of it at regular intervals, by uniform instul-
ments, in the order decided on by the drawing
of lots or by the throwing of dioe, &t the time
of its being paid in, Each member must walt
until his turn arrives for receiving back the
money he subscribed,

The Dragon-headed Club—This club is named
“dragon-headed” because the first payments
made by its members are much larger than |
gubsequent payments, resembling, itis sald, the
Chinese dragon, in the circumslance that ifs
Fead ts much larger than its body, The number
of shares, times o! payment, etc., are arranged
by the bead man at the time he solicits the
names of his friends as members, |

Suppose the number of members 18 twenty, in-
cluding the head man, and the first paymont 18
10,000 cash on the part of all but the heud min,
who advances nothing, but receives all that s
pald in, the amount is 100,000 cash, In case
the meetings are held quarterly, every three
months alter the first meeting the head man
pays into the club 10,000 cush, and each one of
the oither members pays in 1000 cash, making,
in all, 20,000 cash, l¥ is deeided by the throwing
of dice to whom this shall be paid, In this
manner, in fve vears from the commeneement,
the bead man will have paid into the elub 190,000 |
cneh, the amount he recelved atits firat meeting,
and each of the other members will have paul
in 20,000 cagh, and have received back the same
amount. The proportion between the first and
sucoeeding payments agreed upon by the parties
concerped, of course, will be the rule for any
club.

The whole work abounds in these brief, telling
incidents, From the extract made, the exceed-
ing prolixity of the style will be perceived, yet
with this defect, and it is a mosat gerious one,
we must give the writer credit for having sue
